British Armies Lost About Fifteen 
Per Cent. Each Year, 

Fifteen per cent. each year of all 
the animals in service with the Brit- 
ish armies during the war were kill- 
ed, according to statistics compiled 
by the veterinary section of the im- 
perial war museum. In comparison 
with the human casualties the figures 
seem remarkably low. They are the 
lowest figures recorded in any cam- 
paign. Actually 484,143 animals lost 
their lives, including 5,589 lost at sea

where 13,864 animals died.  Includ- 
ed in the totals are 120,013 camels, of 
which 22,812 lost lives in service.
